By tomorrow, there will be 
20 new transition beds at 
the Royal Alexandra Hospi¬ 
tal, as Alberta Health Serv¬ 
ices (AHS) aims to relieve 
pressure in emergency 
rooms. 

“(Transition beds) are in¬ 
tended for patients who no 
longer require acute or 
hospital based care,” said 
AHS’s Tadra Boulton. 

Those in transition care 
are still assessed based on 
their needs, whether they 
are for long-term, commu¬ 
nity or assisted living care, 
or heading home.

Foreign Affairs Minister 
Lawrence Cannon called a 
massive leak of U.S. docu¬ 
ments “deplorable” yester¬ 
day. 

The leak “may threaten 
our national security,”

The criticism came as 
several news outlets began 
publishing American 
diplomatic cables obtained 
by whistleblower website 
WikiLeaks. Soon after, the 
cables were available to 
the public at wikileaks.org. 

The documents touch 
on eveiything from the re¬ 
lease of Guantanamo Bay 


prisoners and Iran's mili- 
taiy capabilities to Libyan 
leader Moammar Ghadafi's 
eccentricities and U.S. ef¬ 
forts to spy on United Na¬ 
tions officials. 

A total of 1,948 cables 
originating from U.S. 
diplomats in Ottawa and 
hundreds of others from 
various consulates appear 
to be among the leaked 
materials. 

WikiLeaks confirmed 
yesterday there would be 
as many as 2,648 docu¬ 
ments that refer to Cana¬ 
da. 

The vast majority of 
these cables are not ex¬ 
pected to become public 
until sometime this week, 
but the website offered 
some hints about the 
broad range of topics they 


cover: arms control, CBC 
coverage, energy technolo¬ 
gy, Haiti, military nuclear 
applications, provincial af¬ 
fairs and S 5 ^ia. 

One of the few docu¬ 
ments released yesterday 
to mention Canada de¬ 
scribed a 2009 meeting, 
which Ben Rowswell at¬ 
tended, the representative 
of Canada in Kandahar, 
who joined in asking 
about the credibility of 
Afghan elections.

Leslie Nielsen, who traded 
in his dramatic persona for 
inspired bumbling as a 
hapless doctor in Airplane!

tective Frank Drebin in 
The Naked Gun comedies, 
died yesterday in Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla. He was 84. 

The Canadian-born ac¬ 
tor died from complica¬ 
tions from pneumonia at a 
hospital near his home at 
5:34 p.m., surrounded by 
his wife, Barbaree, and 
friends, his agent John S. 
Kelly said in a statement. 

“We are saddened by 
the passing of beloved ac¬ 
tor Leslie Nielsen, probably 
best remembered as Lt. 
Frank Drebin in The Naked 
Gun series of pictures, but 
who enjoyed a more than 
60-year career in motion 
pictures and television,” 
said Kelly. 

Nielsen came to Holly-

wood in the mid-1950s af¬ 
ter performing in 150 live 
television dramas in New 
York. 

He became known as a 
serious actor, although be¬ 
hind the camera he was a 
prankster. 

That was an aspect of 
his personality never ex¬ 
ploited, however, until Air¬ 


plane! was released in 1980 
and became a huge hit.Af- 
ter Airplane’s success, Neil- 
son was cast in his other 
iconic role. Detective 
Frank Drebin in a TV se¬ 
ries, Police Squad, later 
made into a feature film.

Canadians are about to get 
a third 24-hour English- 
language cable news chan¬ 
nel, and it’s one that plans 
to shake up the industiy. 

The CRTC approved a 
five-year licence for Sun 
TV news service Friday — 
referred to by critics as Fox 
News North — to go into 
direct competition with 
CBC’s News Network and 
the CTV News Channel. 

The federal regulator’s 
green light was considered 
a sure thing after Que- 
becor Inc. dropped its re¬ 


quest for a special licence 
that would have required 
cable and satellite carriers 
to offer the service. 

The Categoiy 2 competi¬ 
tive licence means Sun TV 
will need to negotiate with 
cable and satellite carriers 
for a place on their lineup. 
Sun TV head Luc Lavoie 
said he expects the chan¬ 
nel will begin airing some 
time in March with a com¬ 
bination of hard news and 
“straight talk” featuring 
well-known personalities.

pparently, the 
panjandrums of the 
public purse in 
Edmonton have nev¬ 
er heard that sa 5 dng. 
After losing money 
on the first Indy, they went back 
to the public trough for more 
and are getting ready to do so 
again. 

To date, we have plowed 
about $12 million into the Indy 
and now the fans of fiscal folly 
want to put another $3 million 
into it. And if I understand it cor¬ 
rectly, that’s on top of $5.5 mil¬ 
lion worth of sponsorship and 
$1.5 million of free police, tran¬ 
sit and other services. 

The feds have backed out be¬ 


cause they only wanted to help 
fund the Indy if it could be 
shown to be sustainable. We 
couldn’t do that, 
so no more mon¬ 
ey from them. I 
think that’s a 
smart move. I 
can’t help but 
wonder if our in¬ 
ability to make 
the Indy work 
had something 
to do with 
Ottawa’s 
decision not to 
back 

Edmonton’s bid 
for the Expo. 

At the veiy 
least, our inabili¬ 
ty to get the 
numbers for the 
Indy right allowed them to say 
with some authority that we un¬ 


derestimated the security costs 
and the like. But having the feds 
say the Indy isn’t worth 

investing in is 
not going to 
stop our civic 
masters of 
moolah from 
keeping on 
keeping on. Ap¬ 
parently, we 
are all about 
beating a dead 
horse in this 
city. 

The amount 
of money that 
has been wast¬ 
ed on the Indy 
can be put into 
sharp focus 
when you look 
at the kind of 
funding the city provides for fes¬ 
tivals in the city. For 2010, the 


Edmonton Folk Music Festival 
received the princely sum of 
$130,000. LitFest received 
$12,000. The Heritage Festival 
got $55,000. And the Ice on 
WhjAe Festival got a paltiy 
$5,000. Given that the grant 
numbers did not change, the 
amount of money we put into 
the Indy would provide grants 
for our festivals for almost the 
next 14 years. 

So here’s my question. Do the 
taxpayers of Edmonton really 
want the Indy? I know people at¬ 
tend the event, but is it more 
worthy of financing than the 
Folk Festival or the Works? 

If you don’t think so, you 
might just want to send your 
councillor an email indicating 
that you don’t want them to ap¬ 
prove any additional 
expenditure for an American 
vroom-vroom festival.

Being the only girls in the

In fact, de Pablo says the 
combination is just right. 
“It’s very rare when you 
have a top-rated show,” 
says the actress, who

Perrette’s role as foren¬ 
sic specialist Abby isn’t 
nearly as physical, but it 
instead calls for something 
of a mental workout. 

“I have probably four 
hours of studying to do 
tonight,” she says. “The 
things that Abby has to 
say, there’s no way to do 



A sitcom time capsule 


TV can be time machines 
to another era, and a per¬ 
fect example is The Mary 
Tyler Moore Show. 

The ’70s sitcom is 
among several currently 
airing on the CTV-owned 
specialty channel Comedy 
Gold. 

The station offers old 
school sitcoms like Mur¬ 
phy Brown and Fresh 
Prince of Bel Air. How 
much you are attached to 
each show depends on 
how old you were when 
you first saw them. 

What is fascinating 
about The Mary Tyler 
Moore Show today is that 
it is seldom laugh-out-loud 
funny. 

The appeal of the show,

The grip Mary Tyler 
Moore still has on Boomers 
is due to the cast.

Maiy Richards 
(Moore), Mr. Grant (Ed As- 
ner), Murray (Gavin 
MacLeod), Rhoda (Valerie 
Harper), Phyllis (Cloris 
Leachman), Ted Baxter (the 
late Ted Knight) and, later 
in the series. Sue Ann 
Nivens (Betty White) seem 
like old friends. 

Many in the cast are ac¬ 
tually still working in TV. 
Eight time Emmy-winner 
Leachman, 84, is a regular 
on Fox’s Raising Hope. As- 
ner, 81, is shooting the 
new comedy Working 
Class for CMT. White, 88, 


has had the greatest late 
career renaissance of all, 
with Moore, 73, joining 
her for a guest stint in the 
New Year on White’s com¬ 
edy Hot in Cleveland. 

What isn’t in vogue is 
the pacing. Scenes go on 
for five minutes and there 
are few set changes. 

TV moves faster today, 
with more commercials 
per half hour. The quick¬ 
ness seems tailor-made to 
suit today’s shorter atten¬ 
tion spans.

Music criticism may not 
always be the most fun 
reading material on which 
to get your hands.

O Brie and sourdough bread give 
‘egg on toast’ a new sophistication 


There are those nights 
when breakfast is the only 
way dinner is going to get 
on the table. 

But that doesn't doom 
you to a bowl of cold cere¬ 
al in front of the televi¬ 
sion. There are plenty of 
easy ways to add a dinner¬ 
like sophistication — or at 
least satisfaction — to your 
breakfast staples. And that 
was the inspiration for this 
rich and cheesy take on 
eggs and toast. 

I started with a thick 
slab of sourdough pan- 
toasted in butter. If you in¬ 
sist, you could cut the fat 
by using olive oil cooking 
spray in the pan instead. 
Then I added an egg to the 
pan and a slab of brie to 
the bread. When the egg 
was cooked, but the yolk 
was still a bit runny, I 
placed it on top of the 
brie. 

And I called it dinner. 
And it was scrumptious in 
an almost disturbingly 


Ingredients: 

• start to finish: 10 minutes 

• 15 ml (1 tbsp) butter 

• 1 thick slice sourdough 
bread 

• legg 

• Salt and ground black pep¬ 
per, to taste 

• 1 thick slab brie (about 60

good way. 

It got me thinking that 
this same dish could be re¬ 
cast as a finger food for 
holiday parties, too. For 
that, I would roll out a bag 
of pizza dough as thinly as 
possible, brush it with 
some olive oil or melted 
butter, then pop it in the 
oven. When it was nearly 
cooked, pull it out, top it 
with brie and crack a few 
eggs on it, then return it to 
the oven until the eggs are 
ready. 


Toasty Brie and Egg 

Preparation: 

I ln a large skillet over 
medium-high, melt but¬ 
ter. 


Place bread in skillet 
and toast until bottom 
is crispy and just turn¬ 
ing golden, 3 to 4 min¬ 
utes. Flip bread to toast 
other side, pushing it to 
one side of the pan. 
Crack egg into other 


side of pan. Season it 
with salt and pepper.

Ten years ago, 95 per cent of 
Earth’s oceans remained un¬ 
explored. Now, experts are 
unveiling an unprecedented 
inventory of ocean life. 

First, meet the Yeti Crab. 
It has hairy claws and repro¬ 
duces its own bacteria, and 
is one of more than 5,300 
new species discovered by 
the Census of Marine Life. 
Some 2,000 researchers 
from 80 countries set out to 
document every species in 
our oceans. 

“We knew that there 
were unknown species in 
the oceans, but we didn’t 
know if it was one, 10 or 100 
million species,” says Dr. 
David Billett from Britain’s 
National Oceanography Cen¬ 
ter. “Off the British coasts, 
only an estimated 10 per 
cent of species are un¬ 


known. But off the coasts of 
countries like Angola, the 
figure is 90 per cent.” 

Experts found almost 200 
new crabs, shrimps and 
prawns. “Rainforests have a 
reputation for biodiversity, 
but most of the species are 
insects,” explains Prof Paul 
Tyler, a marine scientist 
from Southampton Universi¬ 
ty. “By contrast, there’s an 
extremely wide range of ani¬ 
mals in the ocean.” 

Billett discovered new sea 


cucumbers, a common ma¬ 
rine animal in the Indian 
ocean. “The deep waters 
aren’t dull places where 
nothing happens.” 

The most charming dis- 
coveiy may be the osedax, 
discovered by the Monterey 
Bay Aquarium Research In¬ 
stitute in California. This 
seabed creature looks like a 
wig with pink twigs sprout¬ 
ing out. But the osedax’s diet 
proves to be less enchanti¬ 
ng: it feeds on whale bones.

Almost 80 per cent of prod¬ 
ucts reported in our spring 
survey contained at least 
one of the “Dirty Dozen” 
ingredients. They are that 
widespread. 

When it comes to dis¬ 
posal, you were right to

Edmonton and Area Land Trust Partners With Melcor 


T he new Larch Park development is breaking ground soon and Edmontonians will have the 
opportunity to envelop themselves in a community focused on green developments, natural 
preservation and a relationship with nature and neighbourhood. 

One of the interesting aspects about the Larch Park development is its commitment to the 
unique environment it merges into. Melcor, the developer for the region, took the initiative to 
work with conservation organizations in the city to protect the hanging wetlands and park area 
adjacent to the development. 

Melcor's goal was to incorporate the natural landscape with the new community. One of 
these organizations is the Edmonton and Area Land Trust (EALT). 

Pam Wight first came in contact with Melcor three years ago when they approached the EALT 
to have the land preserved for the benefit of the immediate residents and citizens. 

Wight and other members of the Land Trust are keenly aware of the unique ecosystem 
adjacent to the development area. 


much they've been going to bat working with us." 

Keeping the land protected in perpetuity means the land is safe from future development and 
will have higher safeguards protecting the area and its vicinity. 

"They used volunteers a great deal, and are efficient with scarce resources when it comes to 
stewarding, making sure weeds are minimized as well as monitoring," said Wight. 

One of the surprising outcomes of the relationship between Melcor and EALT is a program 
developed by King's University College and Wight. One of the professors from the college 
contacted EALT about finding a project for a group of environmental students that has meaning 
for them. 

"In effect, the students are learning how to do consulting work through a project. They're 
being given something that matters and has volume," she said. 


"We are particularly interested in that land because it is so special," said Wight. 


Wight has also spearheaded an online gallery for the Edmonton area that showcases the 
artwork and photography of local enthusiasts passionate about our natural landscape.

Youth tackle climate issues 


O Young Canadians head to Cancun for UN climate talks O Younger voices look to add perspective on the 
importance of dealing with environmental issues now O Worried that green issues get ignored by politicians 


Jonathan Williams says for 
young Canadians there is 
an odd mix of optimism 
and frustration as they tiy 
to tackle the daunting 
challenge of climate 
change, despite some re¬ 
cent political opinions 
cooling to the idea. 

The 22-year-old student 
is preparing to be a “voice” 
for teens and 20-some- 
things as global policy 
makers meet for UN cli¬ 
mate talks at the end of 
the month. 

“Young people are going 
to have to be dealing with 
this situation for the rest 
of (their) lives,” said 
Williams, adding the con¬ 
sequences of global warm¬ 
ing will be left for his 
generation to clean up, if 
nothing is done. 

“Whether or not we’ll 
be heard by policy makers 
now, I can’t say,” he added. 

Williams is among a 
group of 29 young Canadi¬ 
ans between 18 and 29 
years old who will attend 
the United Nations Cli¬ 
mate Change Negotiations 
(COP16) in Cancun, Mexi¬ 
co, at the end of November 
as part of a non-partisan

youth delegation. Repre¬ 
sentatives from more than 
190 countries are expected 
to attend, and the goal is 
to produce a blueprint for 
a new climate deal to re¬ 
place or complement the 
Kyoto Protocol. 

But heading into the 
summit, which runs Nov. 
29 through Dec. 10, the po¬ 
litical climate on address¬ 
ing the environment has 
been rather chilly. 

Jim Prentice resigned as 
environment minister less 


than a month before Cana¬ 
dian delegates head south. 

In the U.S., a Republican 
mid-term victory dashed 
hopes for climate change 
legislation, following a 
sentiment among many 
stateside that climate 
change isn’t the No. 1 pri¬ 
ority. 

And officials on both 
sides of the border have 
been playing down a deal 
in Cancun. 

“A lot of the time peo¬ 
ple look at the political is¬ 


sues and they don’t see the 
environment as something 
that’s cross-cutting, that 
affects everyone,” said Em- 
ilie Novaczek, 20, another 
youth delegate, originally 
from Breadalbane, P.E.I., 
but now attending school 
in Halifax. 

Novaczek called it “dis¬ 
tressing” that the environ¬ 
ment is frequently 
“dropped” as a political is¬ 
sue. 

“I think that happens 
all the time,” said No¬ 


vaczek, citing the U.S. as 
an example. “(U.S. Presi¬ 
dent Barack) Obama had 
to choose between health 
care and climate change, 
basically.” 

During the conference, 
Novaczek and her peers 
will tiy to spread aware¬ 
ness about what’s negoti¬ 
ated and say they will let 
Canadians back home 


know about their coun- 
tiy’s position. 

The group will also sub¬ 
mit policy proposals and 
positions, arguing there 
needs to be sufficient mon¬ 
ey so there are no loop¬ 
holes in measuring, 
reporting and verification 
when it comes to an agree¬ 
ment.

Simply a BETTER Way to Learn! 
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Texting students, irritated profs 


O Smartphones in classrooms are driving teachers — and students — to distraction, suggests new study 


When his professors drone, 
Dan Kautz whips out his 
phone. 

Kautz, a senior at Wilkes 
University in Pennsylvania, 
might send a text message 
to someone across the 
room — “I can't wait to get 
out of here” — or make 
plans with his roommates. 
He’s become so adept at 
texting during class that he 
can tap out a message with¬ 
out even looking at the 
screen, making it appear as 
if he’s pa 5 dng attention to 
the instructor when he’s re¬ 
ally chatting with his girl¬ 
friend. 

“Every single person I 
know texts in class at least 
occasionally,” said Kautz, a 
communications studies 
major from Pelham, N.Y. 

It's no surprise that high 
school and college students 
are obsessive texters. What 
alarms Wilkes psychology 
professors Deborah Tindell 
and Robert Bohlander is 
how rampant the practice 
has become during class: 
Their recent study shows 
that texting at the school 
has surpassed doodling, 
daydreaming and note¬ 
passing to become the top 
classroom distraction. 

The phenomenon is part 
of a broader revolution in 
the way young adults com¬ 
municate. Most prefer tex¬ 
ting to email and certainly 
to talking on the phone, 
Tindell said. 

Indeed, most view tex¬ 
ting as their right. 

Almost all the students 
surveyed by Tindell and 
Bohlander said they should 
be allowed to have their 
phones in class. And a clear 
majority — 62 per cent — 


said they should be allowed 
to text in class as long as 
they’re not disturbing 
those around them. About 
one in four said texting cre¬ 
ates a distraction. 

Tindell instituted a no- 
texting policy as a result of 
the study, which has been 
presented at a pair of aca¬ 
demic conferences. She 
tells students that if she 
even sees a cellphone dur¬ 
ing a test, its owner gets an 
automatic zero. 

One S 5 ^acuse University 
professor has taken an 
even harsher stand. 

Laurence Thomas, a pop¬ 
ular philosophy professor 
whose courses have wait¬ 
ing lists, walked out on his 
class of nearly 400 students 
last week when he caught a 
couple of students fiddling 
with their phones instead 
of pa 5 dng attention to him. 

It wasn’t the first time 
Thomas has cut a class 
short because a student 
broke his no-texting rule. 
To Thomas, texting saps 
the class of its intellectual 
energy. 

“My job is to engage the 
class, to give them stuff to 


Everybody does it 


The anonymous survey of 
269 Wilkes students found 
that nine in 10 admit to 
sending text messages 
during class — and nearly 
half say it's easy to do so 
undetected. Even more 
troubling, 10 per cent say 
that they have sent or re¬ 
ceived texts during 
exams, and that three per 
cent admit to using their 
phones to cheat. 



think about,” he said. 
“They need to respect 
that.” 

While Thomas keeps his 
eyes peeled for illicit tex¬ 
ters, Tindell said most pro¬ 
fessors are likely as clueless 
as she used to be about the 
ubiquity of in-class cell¬ 


phone use. Many of the sur¬ 
veyed students said their 
professors would be 
shocked if they knew about 
their texting habits. 

Chelsea Uselding, 20, a 
Wilkes junior from Chica¬ 
go, sends an average of 150 
texts a day. But she’s the 


rare student who doesn’t 
text during class — viewing 
that hour or two as a “nice 
break” from the phone and 
its unceasing demands on 
her time and attention. 

There’s also a practical 
reason why Uselding, a 
dual major in psychology 


and international studies, 
idles her thmnbs. 

“I’m pa 5 dng all this mon¬ 
ey to listen to the person 
speak, and I figure it’s a 
waste of my time if I’m not 
going to be listening,” she 
said.

Avon Coboume shut the 
door on the Saskatchewan 
Roughriders. 

Coboume ran for two 
touchdowns, including a 
key two-yard scamper, to 
power the Montreal Alou- 
ettes to a compelling 21-18 
win over Saskatchewan in 
the 98th Grey Cup yester¬ 
day. 

Cobourne helped Mon¬ 
treal to a second straight 
Grey Cup win over 
Saskatchewan following 
last year’s stunning victoiy. 
In the 2009 final, Damon 
Duval missed from 43 
yards out on the final play, 
only to get a second chance 
after the Riders were called 
for too many men on the 
field. 

Duval then hit from 33 
yards out to give Montreal 
the 28-27 win. 

Montreal earned its 
third Grey Cup win in eight 
appearances since 2000. 

Despite several trips to 
the final and two straight 
titles, Alouettes coach Marc 
Trestman wasn’t about to 
call his team a djmasty. 

“We decided early on we

weren’t going to be the de¬ 
fending champions nor 
would be in a position to 
repeat as a team,” Trest¬ 
man said. “The guys 
bought into it, they tmly 
believed that they had to 
earn it on their own merit. 
We went up against the 
best that the league had for 
us and were able to find 
our way through adversity 
much of the time.” 

Montreal receiver Jamel 
Richardson, who caught 
eight passes for 109 yards, 
was named the game MVP 
while Saskatchewan defen¬ 
sive lineman Keith Sholo- 
gan was the top Canadian. 


Richardson, who put up 
over 100 yards for the third 
straight Grey Cup, was the 
first receiver to win the 
MVP award since Edmon¬ 
ton’s Jason Tucker in 2003. 

“It’s not about me, it’s 
about those guys in the 
locker-room,” ^chardson 
said. 

“I didn’t do it for me, I 
did it for them. That’s all 
that mattered going into 
the game, doing it for the 
next person. That was our 
thing going into this 
game.” 

With Commonwealth 
Stadium again a sea of 
Roughriders green, the 
Riders stayed in the game 
due to a Duval miss. With 
Montreal up 21-18, Duval 
couldn’t connect from 41 
yards out. 

Saskatchewan returned 
the ball to its own 16-yard 
line with roughly 90 
seconds remaining, giving 
the sellout gathering of 
63,317, a Edmonton Grey 
Cup record, a wild finish. 

Saskatchewan pulled to 
within 21-18 on Darian Du¬ 
rant’s one-yard TD pass to
